1 Massachusetts  Silver.  Oak  Tree  Shillinj;.  Legends  l)egin  at  11:00..  Unlisted  early 

state  of  the  dies  of  .\oe  1 hnt  before  the  recnttings  on  parts  of  tree,  inner  circle, 

roots,  ami  XK  which  created  the  true  Xoe  1.  Fine,  very  unevenly  struck  up  on 
ohv.  Extremely  rare.  Possibly  a couple  of  dozen  are  known  of  the  true  Noe  1 ; 
the  present  coin  is  the  first  seen  in  this  die  state  but  others  may  exist  unnoticed 
attributed  as  “Noe  1".  PLATE 

2 Pine  Tree  Shillings,  Large.  Noe  6.  Normal  tree  placed  too  far  left ; 3rd  and  4th 

branches  right  begin  too  close  together.  Better  than  \’G,  clipped  close;  weight 

3.417  grams,  or  52.73  grains  (standard  72).  This  is  the  famous  Wurtzhach  63 
variety,  long  considered  of  extreme  rarity,  hut  now  known  to  he  R-6  with 
possibly  15  to  20  surviving  examples  in  all  grades. 


3 Similar.  Legend  begins  under  tree.  Noe  7.  Crosby  7-B3.  VF  to  EF,  choice;  traces 

of  original  surface  together  with  old  cleaning.  Fnlh'  etpial  to  the  piece  pictured 
in  Noe.  apijarently  sharper  than  that  on  the  Crosby  plate.  Extremely  rare.  Of 
possibly  ten  specimens  known,  three  are  in  museums  (Smithsonian,  .ANS,  Mass. 
Historical  Society),  and  a fourth  was  in  the  Yale  collection;  two  others  are  in 
the  Boyd  estate.  Therefore,  one  of  possibly  four  examples  available  to  col- 
lectors! PLATE 

4 Similar,  The  M.AS.ATVSETS,  Noe  11,  VF/F  and  very  sharp  especially  on  the  tree, 

hut  there  is  a small  neat  hole  at  toj)  ohv.  and  another  attemiited  puncture  at  r. 
rev.  Worth  repairing,  then  of  far  above  space  filler  grade, 

5 Pine  Tree  Threepence.  .Noe  36.  Tree  without  berries.  Probably  should  he  called  close 

to  EF  for  the  coin  ; very  litle  wear,  hut  unevenly  struck  as  often,  and  showing 
signs  of  teethmarks  and  bending,  evidently  by  some  panic-stricken  Puritan  in 
the  Salem  area,  1692,  True  "witch  pieces”  are  rare  historical  mementos.

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6 So-called  Mark  Newby  or  St.  Patrick  farthing,  (ca.  1648?)  Breen  type  23-K.  Dolphins 

below  king;  long  row  of  dots  after  REX  and  after  PLEBS.  With  brass  idug 
(discolored);  edge  reeding  weak  but  present.  VG  or  so,  everything  legible; 
steel-brown  patina.  Well  above  average  for  this  issue;  this  reverse  type  of  the 
highest  rarity.  Lacquered  long  ago,  to  prevent  corrosion.  We  disagree  with  the 
contention  that  these  coins  never  circulated  over  here,  as  they  have  been  found 
in  noncollector  accumulations  side  by  side  with  other  colonials,  and  the  pre- 
sumption is  that  private  parties  (even  if  not  Mark  Newby  himself)  bought  up 
the  issue  after  it  had  been  declared  uncurrent  in  Ireland  and  the  Isle  of  Man 
(1678)  and  shipped  the  coins  here  together  with  other  coppers. 

7 Rosa  Americana  Coinages.  1722  Twopence.  Dot  after  X ; wide  date.  Die  of  Crosby 

PI.  IV,  1 and  Guidebook  illustration.  Almost  Fine  for  the  piece.  Bath  metal, 
brown  and  green  patina,  unusually  smooth  and  desirable  so  as  these  coins  often 
come  rough  to  the  point  of  near  illegibility.  Far  above  average. 

8 1722  Penny.  Normal  legends;  one  rev.  rosette.  Bath  metal.  I'ine  and  bold,  some 

raised  blobs  due  to  striking  while  planchets  were  too  hot,  obscuring  part  of 
REX.  Unevenly  toned  and  tarnished  but  retaining  some  brass  color;  these  coins, 
always  quickly  oxidized  and  perfect  examples  arc  (piitc  scarce.  .\  type  coin. 

9 1722  Penny.  Normal  legends;  two  rev.  rosettes.  Bath  metal.  Fine  to  VF  in  sharpness, 

deeply  toned  (mostly  dark  green)  and  with  smaller  blobs  not  interfering  with 
legend  or  designs  ; surfaces  somewhat  rough  but  not  unpleasing. 

10  1723  Penny.  Crowned  rose;  normal  legends.  Bath  metal.  Better  than  VF  for  the 

coin,  smooth  brown  patina  splotched  with  original  color.  Exceptional  and  very 
rare  condition. 

11  1723  Penny.  Similar;  blundered  reverse.  S joined  to  period;  i>eriod  after  ROSA 

cut  over  a partly  effaced  extra  A.  Bath  metal.  F/almost  VF,  obv.  flake  out  of 
planchet  as  made,  obscuring  OR,  rev.  a cou|>le  of  small  pit-like  planchct  defects. 
Comparatively  smooth  patina  of  fairly  light  to  medium  brown.  Wood’s  dies 
were  carefully  made  and  blunders  arc  rarely  encountered. 

12  1723  Penny.  Crowned  rose.  Bath  metal.  VG,  worn  smooth;  light  green  patina. 

lac(iuercd  to  avert  corrosion.  Usual  type,  without  period  after  date,  but  from  an 
unusual  reverse  die  in  which  legend  begins  far  from  label  and  date  is  scpieczed 
into  it. 

13  Wood’s  Irish  or  “Hibernia”  Halfpence.  All  Copper.  1722.  I'irst  design:  bard  at  left. 

Vlack  3.6h'-B.30’.  Bird-like  die  flaw  atop  ribbon.  Fine  and  bold,  a single  minor 
nick  on  either  side.  Undervalued  type. 

14  Wood’s  Hibernia  Coinages.  1722  Halfpenny,  first  design:  harp  left.  Mack  3.6h'- 

B.2n'.  8 harpstrings.  Overall  better  than  VG:  centers  rather  flat,  periidieral 
details  Fine  or  better,  surface  suggest  Fine  with  light  rev.  scratches.  Pale  steel 
with  touches  of  brick  red  patina. 
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15  1722.  Soconil  dosinii : harp  to  rinlit.  type  of  1723.  Period  al)ove  head,  eeiUered, 

rather  than  elo.'se  to  DKl.  Small  rev.  letters,  some  running  into  border;  large 
center  dot  in  field,  11  strings,  \ laek  6.5h'-L.10.  K.x  h'ine,  traces  of  original  color; 
wider  planchet  than  usual.  Exceptionally  clean  and  choice ; rare,  far  more  so 
than  last. 

16  1723/22.  Group  II  (overdates);  large  3,  11  strings.  V'.3.6h'-0.8p'.  Pine  to  \'h';  two 

tiny  pit-like  flan  defects  on  leg.  \'ery  scaree  and  popular  overdate. 

Recut  3:  11  strings;  break, 

rim  to  RERy.  More  or  less  EF.  pleasing  reddish  brown  patina  mingled  with 

steel  and  tan  and  darker  shades.  Rare. 

18  Similar.  GP'.  L'S  and  some  other  letters  recut:  rev.  R,  .\  and  date  recut,  break 

from  rim  to  nose  just  missing  .\.  11  strings.  V.4.7j'-L.9m'.  Better  than  EF  for 

the  coin:  some  faded  mint  surface  mingled  with  light  olive  and  reddish  brown 
patina,  some  faint  traces  of  mint  color.  Unevenly  struck  from  clashed  and  cracked 
dies,  hut  a beauty. 

19  1723.  Grout)  Via:  small  3,  no  stop  before  H;  head  between  I.-\,  11  strings.  Obv. 

shift : nose  plainly  doubled,  ribbons  less  so.  Rev.  Lower  halves  of  23  filled  — 
likely  to  he  taken  for  an  overdate.

Of  the  highest  rarity.  Fine,  hold,  clean.

P.W.XBLE,  etc.,  as  usual.  Fine  to  \T-  somewhat  unevenly  struck  up:  dark  brown 
patina.  Perfect  dies. 

43  .\nother,  from  the  same  dies,  but  struek  on  a broader  flan  with  plain  edge.  Not  in 

Fuld.  .\dams  XV  .\-878.  Obverse  die  broken.  More  or  less  Fine.  Of  the  highest 
rarity.  .\s  the  piece  reported  by  .-\ilams  dropped  out  of  sight  forty  years  ago. 
not  impossibly  this  is  the  same  coin.  Guaranteed  genuine,  as  there  is  no  trace 
of  tampering  anywhere  on  the  edge,  and  it  has  the  typical  ap])carance  of  edges 
of  tokens  which  never  went  through  the  edge  markin.g  machine. 

44  17d4.  With  XKW  YORK.  Fuld  4,  normal  edge:  small  <S:'s.  Flaming  red  prooflike 

Unc.,  mingling  here  and  there  with  splotches  of  olive.  Very  much  rarer  in  this 
grade  than  the  1795.

49  1787.  M.  P-C.  The  famous  “Muttonhead.”  Fine  for  the  coin,  weakly  struck  as 

almost  always  (badly  worn  dies)  on  a thin  brassy  planchet.  Scarce  type  coin. 
From  one  of  Henry  Chapman’s  sales. 

50  1787.  Draped  bust  left.  M.  30-hhL  ETLIR  error.  VF  or  better  for  the  coin,  dark 

brown  patina,  slightly  porous ; mostly  bold,  planchet  with  flaky  defect  inter- 
fering with  LI. 

51  1787  Cent.  Draped  bust  left.  Crack  joins  two  left  cinquefoils  to  head  and  cinquefoil 

immediately  right.  M.  33'^-r-''.  Wry  Fine,  choice.  Of  the  highest  rarity;  no 
auction  records  available.  Besides  the  Dr.  Hall  discovery  specimen  and  that  in 
and  the  present  coin  we  know’  of  no  others. 

52  1787  Cent.  Similar,  break  within  X,  M.  33'*--Z''F  .Almost  VF/Fine,  not  too  well  struck 

up.  One  of  the  commoner  varieties  ; one  for  the  type  collector,  as  choice  State 
coppers  are  not  too  easily  found. 
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53  Massachusetts  Cents.  1787.  “Horned  Eagle.”  Ryder  21)-.-\.  VG  or  better,  rough 

slatc-colorcd  patina,  a couple  of  rev.  cuts. 

54  1788  Cent.S’s  like  8’s,  wide  straight  date.  Ryder  2-B.  VG  ])lus,  hold.  Rated  as  scarce. 

55  New  Jersey  Cent.  Elizabethtown  Mint.  1786  ( i.  e.  1788-9)  Cent.  613503;  Maris  17-h. 

Small  date,  straight  beam,  small  shield  with  sprigs  below.  Shariuiess  of  VG/h' 
hut  rough  and  porous  ; struck  on  a badly  cracked  idanchet.  Probably  never  cir- 
culated much  hut  was  buried  early. 

56  Xova  Constcllatio  Cent.  1785.  Crosby  4-D.  Fine  to  VF,  dark  green,  lacquered.  Form- 

erly' considered  a great  rarity,  hut  a number  of  worn  ones  have  turned  up. 

57  French  Colonies  in  America  (Canada  and  Louisiana  Territory).  1721  Sou.  mmk.  IT 

(La  Rochelle).  VG/G,  struck  about  1/7  off  center. 

58  1722/21  Sou.  mmk.  H.  Fine  or  so,  dark  rough  patina.  Fx  Guttag  Bros.,  New  York. 

many  years  ago.  Very  rare  overdatc,  particularly'  when  the  1 shows  plainly 
as  here.

“Twenty  Dollar  pieces  of  the  19th  century  are  very  unusual  in  really  un- 
circulated condition.  These  coins  were  made  to  use  and  are  usually  nicked  and 
scratched  by  ruiihing  against  one  another  in  bags.  The  present  offering  in- 
cludes an  exceptionally  large  number  of  extraordinary  condition  or  rare 
twenties.  We  call  your  attention  especially  to  the  1831  0,  34  0 , 37  0 , 38  0, 
60  O,  67,  most  of  the  early  CC  mints,  P mint  1889,  90,  91  and  92,  and  the  later 
St.  Gaudens  low  mintage  or  high  meltage  coins  in  this  connection.  It  is  under- 
stood that  a VF  or  an  EF,  or  even  a run-of-the-hag  uncirculated,  L'hcrty 
Plead  twenty  will  show  some  hag  marks.  The  coins  almost  always  have  them  ; 
most  cataloguers  do  not  bother  to  mention  them.  If  we  say  that  a coin  has 
fewer  than  the  normal  quota  of  bag  marks,  or  none  at  all,  it  is  an  extra- 
ordinary item  indeed  and  collector  competition  should  reflect  the  fact.  If  we 
say  that  a double  eagle  in  this  collection  is  unsurpassed,  or  even  unequalled, 
this  judgement  is  based  on  conqiarison  of  the  coin  with  others  examined  in 
collections,  dealers’  stocks,  bourses,  and  several  hundred  auctions  rich  in  tliis 
series.  In  some  cases  even  an  EF  example  of  a mintmark  is  likely  to  be  un- 
surjiassed.
